Washington, Mar. 18 (A.P.) — 
North Dakota’s v oice may count 
for less than one per cent in the 
electoral college, but : ear-com­ 
plete returns today from Tues­ 
day ’s primary showed she had 
spoken 
loudly enough to be 
heard from coast to coast on 
three important political ques­ 
tions of the hour. 
So far as she herself is con­ 
cerned, she affirmed ov erwhelm­ 
ingly the oft-questioned ability 
of New York’s gov ernor, Frank­ 
lin D. Roosev elt, to command the 
support of the rank and file of 
western v oters; disposed of any 
surmise that “ Alfalfa Bill” Mur­ 
ray has become the univ ersal 
idol of distressed agriculture; 
and notified the republican par­ 
ty that there is appreciable par­ 
ty disaffection in that particular 
republican territory . 
For Roosev elt, the North Da­ 
kota trumph falls into a class 
with his conquest of New Hamp­ 
shire a week ago. Only ten dele ­ 
gates were at stake and until the 
final count he was not assured 
of ev ery one, but it was a deci­ 
sion won at the polls and not in 
conv ention, and won against a 
candidate hav ing special appeal 
to the section. The psy cholog­ 
ical adv antage of such a v iqtory 
is unquestioned by any politi­ 
cian. 
The New York gov ernor now 
has pledged to him niore than 
5 0 delegates, ev ery one from 
states bordering on Canada. He 
has a prospect of more from the 
same northern tier, and a relia­ 
ble promise of substantial help 
from the south. Nex t week Geor­ 
gia is ex pected to make a formal 
pledge and other states will fol­ 
low. 
There remains, howev er, that 
populous stretch of country be­ 
tween the ex treme north and 
the ex treme south. From New 
York to Missouri, Roosev elt has 
not y et the pledge of a single 
delegate, and he needs many if 
he is to win.

To prov e that he means busi­ 
ness, Wolters has eaten but one 
peanut, which he said he picked 
up in a store, since beginning 
to fast on February 28 . To av oid 
being clapped in an asy lum, the 
scholar sfcook the precaution of 
hav ing himself declared sane by 
alients before 
announcing the 
hunger strike. They did. But pro­ 
nounced him abnormal in some 
respects. 
Wolters is an ex pert at hunger 
strikes, hav ing undertaken them 
before both here and abroad. He 
was on the library of congress 
staff once but resigned in 1926 
because other employ es were 
promoted ov er his head. He has 


tried unsuccessfully since then to 
be reinstated. 
The doctor is a German by 
birth, a naturalized American, 
and a graduate of the Univ ersity 
of New Zealand. His protest, 
while specifically directed at his 
own joblessness is also against 
general unemploy ment. 
He walks a short distance 
daily , growing weaker but, he 
say s, feeling no hunger. Already 
he has lost enough weight to * hie 
clothes to hang baggily on the 
Wolters, frame.

One do es no t speak o f the 
death o f Jesu s o n the cro ss as 
the mo st “trag ic” ev ent, fo r o th­ 
er men hav e died u po n the cro ss 
and o ther men hav e su ffered 
similarly cru el destru ctio n. No r 
is the sig nificance o f the death 
o f Jesu s fo u nd o nly in the fact 
th a t he was dy ing fo r tru th ’s 
sake. Other men hav e su ffered 
m arty rdo m thro u g h cru el and 
terrible fo rms o f death. 
W hat makes the death o f Je­ 
su s u po n the cro ss sig nificant 
abo v e all o ther trag ic ev ents in 
histo ry is the relatio nship o f 
th a t incident to the who le life 
and missio n o f Jesu s, to his m in­ 
istry o n earth, his teaching and 
the fello wship o f Christian so u ls 
which in the Christian chu rch 
has been bu ilt u p into an o rg an­ 
ized bo dy o f witnesses to his 
name and to his po wer. 
The mo mento u s place o f Je­ 
su s is in the pu rpo se o f his death 
and in all th at it has m eant to 
m ankind. His marty rdo m is su ­ 
preme amo ng the marty rdo ms o f 
tho se who se liv es hav e been 
so wn as the seeds o f tru th and 
o f pro g ress. 


The cro ss o f Jesu s, also , finds 
its sig nificance in th at law o f 
sacrifice illu strated in all hu ­ 
m anity ’s lesser ex periences o f 
trial, remu nciatio n, and m arty r­ 
do m. That law o f life, so amply 
illu strated in the histo ry o f the 
race, has nev er been ex plained. 
Jesu s 
himself 
co ntinu o u sly 
emphasized in his teaching the 
law and pu rpo se o f sacrifice, bu t 
he nev er ex plained its meaning , 
no r why it sho u ld be necessary . 
In a wo rld su ch as o u rs lo v e is 
inseparable fro m sacrifice, and 
all th at Jesu s was and all that 
Jesu s did, has reference to the 
eternal lo v e o f Go d. 
Equ ally certain, fro m ev ery 
su rv ey o f life and histo ry , is the 
fact th at sacrifice fo r rig hteo u s 
ends, and in behalf o f lo v e and 
tru th, is the g reatest fo rce in 
hu man pro g ress and is inex tric­ 
ably asso ciated with the po wer 
o f salv atio n. 
Tho se who railed u po n Jesu s 
as he hu ng u po n the cro ss said 
sneering ly , “He sav ed o thers; 
himself he canno t sav e.” There 
was a measu re o f tru th in the 
co ntemptu o u s 
say ing . 
Jesu s 
co u ld sav e o thers o nly by g iv ing 
himself. 
Ag ain and ag ain in the histo ry 
o f hu manity , men and wo men 
hav e been able to sav e o thers 
o nly by g iv ing themselv es. So me­ 
times it has been tru e in a phy s-

o bedience to a lo ng co u rse and 
demand o f sacrifice. 
It is these ex periences o f life 
th at find their inspiratio n in 
the death o f Jesu s himself. The 


cro ss o n which he died, in the 
g lo o m and darkness o f a terri­ 
ble ho u r, has beco me a lig ht, il­ 
lu mining the liv es o f men and 
wo men, and po inting the way 
no t o nly to Go d bu t to hu m ani­ 
ty ’s hig hest g o al o f happy and 
triu m phant liv ing . It is thro u g h 
sacrifice that we find the hig h­ 
est life and the way o f Christ’s 
cro ss is the way to the no blest 
attainm ent.

Clev eland, March 17 (A.P.) — 
Two surp rising anti-p roh ibition 
dev elop ments in Oh io, with p os­ 
sibly 
far-reach ing 
rev erbera­ 
tions, entered th e forefront of 
national p olitics today . 
In Clev eland, Maurice Mascli­ 
ke, national rep ublican commit­ 
teeman, disclosed th at for th e 
first time since p roh ibition, a 
majority of Oh io’s delegation to 
th e rep ublican national conv en­ 
tion will be wet. 
At Columbus, th e democratic 
gov ernor, George Wh ite, wh o 
was listed by th e Anti-Saloon 
League as a friend of p roh ibi­ 
tion wh en elected two y ears ago, 
was on record today as fav or­ 
ing a referendum on th e 18 th 
amendment. 
Gov . Wh ite, th e state’s “fav or­ 
ite son” for th e democratic p res­ 
idential nomination, made h is 
referendum declaration for th e 
first time, at a regional confer­ 
ence of th e Women’s Ch ristian 
Temp erance Union at Columbus 
last nigh t. 
Asserting h is belief th at p ro­ 
h ibition sup p orters h ad erred in 
op p osing a p op ular v ote, th e 
gov ernor startled th e dry assem­ 
blage with th e statem ent th at 
h e fav ored resubmission if for 
no oth er reason th an to refute 
claims th at th e liquor laws were 
forced th rough during th e World 
war wh en th ousands of citizens 
were ov erseas.

Berlin (A.P.)—Germany ’s rap­ 
idly declining birth rate is giv­ 
ing her leaders much anxio us 
tho ught. 
The reich is lo sing po pulatio n 
at the rate o f 100,000 a y ear, 
deaths exceeding births by 1.6 
per tho usand inhabitants. 
Having regard to the fact that 
Qf |to keep the race numerically at 
its level there sho uld be three 
children bo rn to every marriage, 
the ministry o f the interio r say s 
that the prevailing no -child o r 
o ne-child fashio n threatens to 
decline which may be fatal to 
the fatherland’s status in the 
wo rld. 
The o utlo o k is especially re­ 
flected in educatio n statistics. 
Here in Berlin, 23 scho o ls are 
being clo sed because o f lack o f 
pupils. 
In six densely po pulated dis­ 
tricts o f the capital the num­ 
ber o f children has diminished 
fro m 225,000 in 1913 to 125,000 in 
1931. Part o f this, but no t all, is 
due to a mo vement away fro m 
the city because o f unemplo y ­ 
ment. 
Mo re vidid is a repo rt fro m 
Werklitz, a village o f 400 peo ple 
near Calbe. There is no t a pupil 
to be graduated fro m the village 
scho o l in the semester ending at 
Eastertide and no t o ne new pupil 
has been registered fo r the fo l­ 
lo wing term. 
Ministry o f the interio r figures 
sho w that in 1900 there were 
nearly 2,000,000 births in the na­ 
tio n. In 1930 this to tal had 
shrunk to 1,126,8 00. That meant 
o nly 67 visits o f the sto rk per 
tho usand. 
The o nly bright spo ts in the 
statistics are a decrease in in­ 
fant mo rtality and the absence 
o f epidemics.
